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The Second Annual Meeting 


OF THE ADVISORY COUNCIL 
OF THE RENAISSANCE SOCIETY OF AMERICA 


The second annual meeting of the Advisory Council was held on 
January 29, 1956, in the Men’s Faculty Club of Columbia University. 
The meeting was called to order by the President at 1:40. There were 
present the officers, President J. H. Randall, Jr., Acting Secretary 
Phyllis Goodhart Gordan, Treasurer Edwin B. Knowles; the Chair- 
men of the standing committees, Curt F. Biihler, Finance Committee; 
Paul O. Kristeller, Committee on International Cooperation; Gus- 
tave Reese, Committee on Constitution and By-Laws; Matthias A. 
Shaaber, Committee on New Projects and Activities; Beatrice R. 
Reynolds, Committee on Membership and Regional Conferences. 

All representatives of regional Conferences and Local Groups, and 
representatives of disciplines were present except Professor Quirinus 
Breen of the University of Oregon, who was represented by Pro- 
fessor Kristeller; Professor Albert H. Buford, who was represented 
by Professor George Parks; Professor Joseph Fucilla of Northwestern 
University; Professor Allan H. Gilbert, represented by Professor 
Rosemond Tuve; Professor Otis H. Green of the University of 
Pennsylvania, represented by Professor Knowles; Professor Harold 
Grimm of Indiana University; Professor James Hutton, represented 
by Professor Martin McGuire of Catholic University of America; 
Professor Archer Taylor of the University of California; Dr. Louis 
B. Wright, represented by Professor George Parks; Mr. William 
M. Milliken of the Cleveland Museum of Art [for the complete list 
of officers see page 3]. 

The first report was given by Professor Paul O. Kristeller, on his 
Committee on International Cooperation. Members: R. H. Bainton, 
Q. Breen, W. G. Constable, A. H. Gilbert, O. Green, M. McGuire, 
M. Meiss, Agnes Mongan,]. R. Naiden, G. B. Parks, Dorothy Schul- 
lian, and S. H. Thomson. Upon instructions from the Executive 
Board, the chairman wrote on December 17, 1954, to the following 
institutes, asking them to join with us in taking steps towards the for- 
mation of an international federation of Renaissance societies and in- 
stitutes and to be represented on a preliminary committee established 
for that purpose: Association d’Humanisme et Renaissance (Mile 
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Droz, Geneva); Association Internationale des Historiens de la Ren- 
aissance (Abbé Marcel, Paris); Centro Internazionale de Studi Uma- 
nistici (Professor Castelli, Rome); Instituto Caro y Cuervo (Bogo- 
ta); Istituto Nazionale di Studi sul Rinascimento (Professor Salmi, 
Florence); The Warburg Institute (Dr. G. Bing, London). By April 
1955, favorable replies had been received from all concerned, except 
for the Instituto Caro y Cuervo. Since the chairman was to spend the 
period from April to September in Europe, he was instructed to 
meet and consult with the various committee members in Europe, 
and to report their suggestions to the Executive Board after his re- 
turn. The chairman saw Professor Castelli in Rome in April, Profes- 
sor Salmi in Rome and Florence in May, Mlle Droz in Geneva in 
June, Dr. Bing in London in July, and Abbé Marcel in Paris in Au- 
gust and September. Everybody seemed to be willing to participate 
in the federation and to work towards UNESCO affiliation after the 
federation would have been firmly established. The chairman learned 
subsequently that Mlle Droz’ society had decided in July to request a 
seat in the International Committee of Historical Sciences, which is a 
subgroup of UNESCO, and that this request had been granted in Sep- 
tember. These facts were subsequently confirmed in letters of Mlle 
Droz and of the administrator of her society, M. Michel Francois, 
dated October 27, 1955. Upon instructions from the Executive Board, 
the chairman wrote on November 23, 1955, to the same six groups 
invited the year before, asking them to confirm their previously ex- 
pressed willingness to serve on the preliminary committee for the 
International Federation of Renaissance Societies and Institutes, and 
to send us their suggestions for the organization and program of the 
committee. To date, favorable replies have been received from 
Rome, Florence, London, and this time also from Bogotd4. There 
has been no reply from Mlle Droz or from Abbé Marcel so far. 
Professor Kristeller’s report was discussed at length, and the sense 
of the meeting was that the Society should persevere in its efforts to 
establish an international federation. 
The next report was that of the Finance Committee, Chairman, 
Dr. Curt F. Biihler. Members: J.W. Bennett (Executive Board), The 
. Very Rev. Vincent J. Flynn (St. Paul, Minn.), Mrs. John Gordan 
(New York), Professor William A. Jackson (Cambridge, Mass.), 
Professor E. B. Knowles (Executive Board), Dr. Elizabeth Mongan 
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(Washington, D. C.), Mr. Edward A. Parsons (New Orleans, La.), 
President Lynn White, Jr. (Oakland, Calif.). 

Since the founding of the Society, the Finance Committee has been 
able to raise $1,150 towards the costs of publication of Studies in the 
Renaissance. This sum has helped materially in paying for Volume 11 
and will virtually assure the publication of Volume 111. As no fur- 
ther immediate needs had to be met, the Finance Committee made 
no additional appeals to donors. 

In respect to the annual dues and to life membership, the Commit- 
tee feels that it would be wise to defer making any decisions as to 
raising the one—or setting a valuation on the other—until next year. 
An additional year’s experience in estimating the normal cost of run- 
ning the Society (a truly young organization) and paying for its pub- 
lications will give us a more certain account of our financial situation 
than we now possess. In the long run, it will be both necessary and 
desirable for the Renaissance Society to live within its means and not 
oblige the Finance Committee to appeal annually for gifts in order to 
break even. By January of 1957 we should be in a better position to 
estimate annual expenses and to make the necessary adjustments (if 
necessary) in order to achieve a commensurate income. 

Dr. Biihler also reported to the Society that the A.c.1.s. has been 
assured of continuation for another year. Professor Howard Mum- 
ford Jones of Harvard has raised $75,000 from the Carnegie Founda- 
tion, and $25,000 from the Houghton Foundation for the A.c.L.s. 

The Treasurer of the Society, Professor Edwin B. Knowles, dis- 
tributed a written report, which follows.

INCIDENTAL INFORMATION 


Our balance at this time last year was $3,531.36, but Vol. 1 of Studies had not been 
paid for. We are well ahead of last year. 

As of Jan. 31 our Library membership stands at 352, with 249 of these paid for’ 56. 

As of Jan. 31 our individual membership stands at 1154, plus 58 who have paid for 
"56 (total: 1212). Bills for dues go out shortly. Only 88 persons have permanently or 
temporarily disappeared; not a bad percentage. 

The deficit in the Cosenza account is only temporary. There are accounts réceivable 
of $360, accounts payable of $75, leaving a prospective balance of $285. We have dis- 
tributed 40 sets of films. 


The large amount of receipts under ‘Miscellaneous’ is partly explained by the fact 
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that the money paid by Board Members for their monthly dinners passes through this 
account before reaching the Columbia Faculty Club. However, it also includes $74. 54 
interest from our savings account, a $91.00 refund on a deposit for furniture, and a $50 
refund from Mrs. Taylor for money advanced on her withholding tax. 


Professor Knowles pointed out that because the Society had decid- 
ed to allot $2.00 from each payment of dues to Renaissance News, and 
the other $2.00 plus the income from patron and sustaining member- 
ships to Studies, Renaissance News shows a surplus and Studies shows a 
deficit. There was discussion of altering this allocation at some future 
time. 

Dr. Biihler asked what the Society considered to be the value of 
the stock of Renaissance News and Studies 1 and 11 as yet unsold. As of 
October 19, 1955, the printer reported 3875 complete numbers of 
Renaissance News (Vol. vi and Vol. vi11, Nos. 1 and 2 included). At 
_a selling price of $.50 per number, the value of these numbers would 

be $1,937.50. The Society has 223 copies of Studies 1, value $446, and 
389 copies of Studies 11 (included are 150 copies spoiled at bindery 
and now being replaced at expense of printer), value $778. It should 
be recalled, however, that the office is still receiving complaints of 
non-arrival of numbers as far back as Vol. vit, and Studies 1, so a cer- 
tain number of copies will be drained off as replacements. 

Professor Shaaber reported on the activities of the Committee for 
New Projects. The Society has agreed to accept funds in support of 
the project of publishing the correspondence of Lorenzo de’ Medici. 
Professor Felix Gilbert of Bryn Mawr and Professor Myron Gilmore 
of Harvard are the representatives of the Society for this project. 
Whatever funds they collect for the project will be tax deductible, if 
given to the project through the Society. 

Professor Reynolds read her report on the number of members in 
the Society and on the results of the membership drives. In January 
1955 the Society numbered 1,372 members. Since then we have had 
three drives: one in April which attracted 102 new members, or about 
6% of those invited; one in November which brought in 48 mem- 
bers, or about 3% of those invited, and one in December to various 
libraries in the United States and Canada. Returns from the last drive 

_ have not yet come in and it is difficult to see whether the drives have 
wholly supported themselves. 

The Society has lost 106 individual members and some others have 
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given notice for 1956. The combined gains and losses have produced 
a favorable balance for the year of 86 additional individual members. 

Dr. Reynolds mentioned the fact that 42 members had joined the 
Society without solicitation, apparently through word-of-mouth 
appeals of their friends, a very desirable method. 

Professor Reynolds also reported on the Regional Conferences. 
The Central Renaissance Conference met for the first time last May 
at the University of Missouri. Another meeting is planned for this 
spring at the University of Kansas. Professor Randall, President of 
the Society, will be the featured speaker. A new Conference has been 
formed in the Pacific Northwest which includes faculty members 
from some Canadian universities. The first meeting will be held this 
spring, probably at the University of Oregon. 

We have received word of bright prospects for the formation of 
two Conferences in California: one in the South, in or near Los An- 
geles, the other in Central California. An organizational meeting will 
be held at Leland Stanford University in April 1956. 

The New England Renaissance Conference met in November 
1955, and the Southeastern and South-Central Conferences will meet 
in April 1956. 

Professor Uhler suggested that a special committee be appointed to 
take care of Regional Conferences. Miss Reynolds said it is very dif- 
ficult to collect news of the Regional Conferences and that the local 
officials do not answer her letters. Many conferences reported that 
they had no officers and no elected secretary, and Professor Uhler 
suggested that each conference make one member responsible for 
corresponding with the Society’s chairman in charge of Regional 
Conferences. 

The Acting Secretary called the attention of the Council to the in- 
crease in office expenses over the amount reported last year. Accord- 
ing to the breakdown of figures given Mrs. Gordan by Mrs. Naomi 
Taylor, her work in the office amounted between September 30, 
1955, and January 17, 1956, to a total of 323 hours. Of this, 82% 
hours were spent on the membership drives, 65 hours dealing with 
the correspondence, proofreading, and other work connected with 
Renaissance News, and the remainder of the time with mailings, filing, 
answering questions, etc. This is considerably more time than Mrs. 
Taylor spent on these activities while the office was in Mrs. Bennett’s 
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apartment, but Mrs. Gordan pointed out to the Council that the fig- 
ures given by Mrs. Taylor for the last quarter were closer to reality 
for the Society than indications for previous quarters when Mrs. Ben- 
nett had devoted a great deal of her own time to the mailing and fil- 
ing which is now done in the business office of the Society. Mrs. Gor- 
dan and Professor Knowles agreed that the Society should expect in 
1956 to find the office expenses higher than they had been in 1955. 

Professor Wallace K. Ferguson reported as chairman of the Nomi- 
nating Committee (Members: Professor Felix Gilbert of Bryn Mawr 
and Professor Leicester Bradner of Brown University). Without 
wishing to set a precedent for renominating members of the Board, 
the Nominating Committee this year had wished to renominate the 
two Board Members: Dr. Reynolds and Professor Shaaber, who last 
year had been elected for one-year terms. Professor Shaaber had in- 
dicated that he did not wish to continue as Chairman of the Commit- 
tee for New Projects, and therefore Professor Ferguson offered the 
name of Professor Frederick Sternfeld of Dartmouth. The Council 
re-elected Dr. Reynolds as Chairman of the Committee on Member- 
ship and Regional Conferences, and Professor Sternfeld was elected 
to replace Professor Shaaber as Chairman of the Committee for New 
Projects and Activities. 

Professor Ferguson brought up the problems of the Nominating 
Committee; for instance, should they strive for variety or for con- 
tinuity on the Board of the Society? The need for nominating chair- 
men of working committees who could and would work is obvious, 
and he noted that nomination of such chairmen commits the Society 
to their election. He recommended that the Nominating Committee 
be empowered to invite the nominated chairmen of working com- 
mittees to the Annual Meeting at which they will be elected, the 
meeting just previous to the assumption of their duties. He also re- 
minded the Council of the question of a wide geographical represen- 
tation on the Executive Board versus the need of actual participation 
and physical presence at the monthly meetings of the Board. Profes- 
sor Ferguson also mentioned that the Nominating Committee itself 
should be so selected as to be able to meet in person at least once a 
- year, which again presents the problem of the geographical distribu- 
tion of its members. He recommended that there be some carry-over 
of membership on the Committee from year to year. 
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Two members of the Nominating Committee for 1956 were nom- 
inated in accordance with the Constitution, Professor Felix Gilbert 
and Professor Leicester Bradner. Professor Gilbert declined and Dean 
William Peery was nominated. Professor Bradner and Dean Peery 
were duly elected. 

The next business of the meeting was a discussion of the size and 
frequency of Renaissance News. The Treasurer referred to his report 
indicating that, at present, Renaissance News shows a surplus. There 
was considerable discussion of whether, page for page, Renaissance 
News costs more than one volume of Studies. Mr. Sternfeld and Mr. 
Constable would like to see Renaissance News issued frequently in 
disposable form and have Studies the permanent record. Mr. Constable 
recommended printing fewer articles and more news in Renaissance 
News. Professor Ferguson spoke of the value of the reviews in Ren- 
aissance News and suggested that they might be put in Studies if the 
News became a throwaway sheet. He recommended, however, ex- 
panding Renaissance News. Professor Sternfeld recommended that 
Renaissance News make an effort to print book reviews close to the 
publication date of books, and also recommended that Regional 
Conferences be reported frequently. There was lengthy discussion of 
the advisability of combining short (200 word) reviews with the bib- 
liography printed in Renaissance News. Professor Gilbert asked that 
Renaissance News carry more information on Renaissance studies out- 
side the United States, and Professor McGuire favored putting the 
report on foreign work into Studies. Professor Shaaber pointed out 
that the Executive Board policy is sensitive to the Council and that 
last year the Executive Board had wanted to expand Renaissance 
News. After further discussion, Dean Peery recommended that the 
Executive Board be empowered to reduce the allotment to $2 per 
member for Renaissance News and transfer credit to Studies, if mater- 
ial for Studies 1v is available in 1956. Professor Uhler and Mr. Con- 
stable recommended leaving the decision to the Executive Board. 
Professor Randall pointed out that sufficient money is available for 
the next number of Studies. 

The Council then discussed the special project brought up by Pro- 
fessor Shaaber, the Bradner-Allen catalogue of sixteenth-century 
Latin books. Professor Dineen stated that Professors Bradner and Al- 
len have done all they can on the project and are willing to turn the 
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material over to younger scholars. All the material, in various stages 
of completion, is now in Professor Shaaber’s office at the University 
of Pennsylvania. The problem is now largely editorial. The majority 
of letters in the alphabet have been completed. The work on the let- 
ters L and s has been partially done; work on the letters F, G, U, and V 
yet remains to be done. The material has been drawn largely from 
the British Museum Catalogue and from the catalogue of the Biblio- 
théque Nationale in Paris. It omits collections of laws, liturgies, and 
documents. Professor Shaaber said that there was a question as to 
whether speed or polish was more important in dealing with this 
publication. Professor Sternfeld asked what the cost in money and 
time would be to complete the catalogue. Professor Shaaber said the 
cost in time is undetermined, but the cost in money would be com- 
parable to three volumes of Studies, or approximately $7,000. Pro- 
fessor Jackson pointed out that the material that was really needed in 
a list of sixteenth-century Latin books was not what was already 
available in the British Museum and Bibliothéque Nationale cata- 
logues, but what was not. He mentioned the need ofa list of sixteenth- 
century authors and also asked whether the Bradner-Allen catalogue 
dealt with the large body of anonymous sixteenth-century material. 
Miss Farrar is doing similar work and covering authors from 1300 to 
1600. She is giving biographical information but does not give a 
check-list of editions. Professor Kristeller suggested that an appeal be 
published in Renaissance News for members of the Society to volun- 
teer to complete the uncompleted letters. Professor Shaaber pointed 
out that scholars working on the catalogue had been discouraged by 
the recession of the publication date and recommended following the 
suggestion in Professor Bradner’s letter that the catalogue be pub- 
lished in fascicules, letter by letter. No action was taken by the Coun- 
cil: 

The last business of the meeting was a discussion of the next An- 
nual Meeting. Dr. Zimansky recommended holding the meeting 
close to a meeting of the MLA or the History Association. Professor 
Johnson concurred in this, and Professor Kristeller concurred for 
Professor Breen. Professor Parks asked which learned group we felt 

it necessary to associate ourselves with. Mrs. Gordan suggested that 
we continue to meet in New York, adjusting our date to that of some 
large convention. It was decided to consult the Council by mail. 
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Professor Bennett had written a letter asking if, since the M.L.A. 
planned a campus meeting in September 1957, the Council would 
favor a Christmas meeting for the whole membership in New York 
in 1957, when the members of the MLA would be free to attend. Pro- 
fessor Gilbert was against the policy of general meetings for member- 
ship, saying that he felt that it detracted from the regional meetings. 
The Council did not favor attempting a General Meeting. 

Professor Uhler suggested that Renaissance books be published 
under an imprimatur of the Society without obligating the Society to 
any financial aid. There was discussion of this but no action was taken. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 5 
p.m. for cocktails and private discussion. 


A Fifteenth-Century Cofferet

HE Spencer Collection of the New York Public Library recently 
acquired an interesting, late fifteenth-century leather-covered 
wooden box, probably designed to hold a manuscript or book, with 
a rare impression of a single woodcut representing The Almighty En- 
throned which is pasted into its upper lid. The object is of significance 
as it leads to observations of the use of printed illustrative material 
during the first century of printing. It is also of sociological value for 
our knowledge of its use by the people of the time. Only about thirty 
such boxes, coffers, cofferets, or cassettes with pasted-in woodcuts are 
in the collections of London, Paris, Berlin, and Amsterdam,! with 
but one box recorded in an American collection, that of the Print 
Room of the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York.? 
The single, pasted-in woodcut, measuring 934 by 6% inches, rep-

(Leipzig, 1930). The author fully describes the Nativity woodcut pasted into the upper 


lid of the small leather box or cofferet now owned by the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. 
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resents The Almighty Enthroned surrounded by angels and the symbols 
of the Evangelists. It is fully described by Schreiber in his definitive 
catalogue of the wood and metal cuts of the fifteenth century. God 
the Father is seated on a throne which is drawn in perspective and 
decorated with Gothic finials and fretwork; He wears a triple crown, 
a double nimbus, and a magnificently folded mantle. His right hand 
is raised in blessing; His left holds the orb decorated with a cross. The 
angels afloat are on either side of God, while the four corners of the 
print are filled with the symbols of the four Evangelists, below which 
one may read in banderoles: s.matheum, s.johanem, s.lucam, s.marcum. 
The woodcut is colored, probably by stencil, in rather somber or- 
ange, wine red, mauve and dark green. It is recorded by Schreiber 
from the only other known impression, formerly in the Forrer Col- 
lection in Strassburg; its present location is unknown. 

The single woodcut was first thought to be of French origin of 
about 1460-70. But later research changed its date to about 1490, and 
its origin to either French or French-Swiss, since so many of the box- 
es or cofferets with pasted-in woodcuts were found in Savoy or in or 
about Geneva. Such woodcuts, however, often appear in the missals 
of the time. In reviewing the missals from French presses as described 
by Courboin,* The Almighty Enthroned appears in the Verdun Missal 
printed by Jean Du Pré in Paris on November 28, 148r. It is the sec- 
ond illustrated book from the press of this fastidious and renowned 
Parisian printer, a book made to the order of Guillaume de Haracourt, 
Archbishop of Verdun. It is known that Jean Du Pré employed one 
of the greatest calligraphers, miniaturists, and illustrators of his time, 
Pierre Le Rouge. In comparing this man’s work with the woodcut 
from the Verdun Missal, one is tempted to believe that it was de- 
signed by Pierre Le Rouge even though he may not have done its 
cutting on wood. The accusative form of s.matheum, s.johanem, etc., 
within the banderoles of the print may indicate that the designer had 
written instructions for the woodcutter into the sketch which, it ap-

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pears, were followed too assiduously. But in the design of the single 
woodcut there is the same sense of proportion and of composition, 
the same mannerisms, the same verve connected with the recognized 
hand of Pierre Le Rouge, He was a Frenchman from Burgundy, im- 
bued, in contrast to many of his contemporaries, with the new round- 
er, freer style of drawing which had come over the Alps from Ren- 
aissance Italy. His open, airy composition breathes some of the air of 
the earliest French Renaissance work. His line is sure and sober, the 
facial expressions of his characters—that is, God the Father, the angels 
and if one may say so the Evangelist symbols—have characteristics 
which have been borrowed from real people, not from images or 
from established academic forms. There is a grace about his rendering 
which puts his work above all Gothic enslavement, even above the 
technical difficulties so obvious in much. of the earliest woodcuts of 
the time. Pierre Le Rouge stands on the threshold of a newer, more 
refreshing illustrative style of France. 

Below the woodcut of The Almighty Enthroned and printed on the 
same sheet of paper together with the woodcut, but not appearing on 
or below its impression in the Verdun Missal, is a legend, printed 
from lettering cut in xylography, abbreviated and contracted, which 
reads as follows: “Te invocamus. Te laudamus. Te benedictimus. O 
Beata Trinitas. Sit nomen Domini benedictum ex hoc nunc et usque 
in saeculum. Oremus omnipotens sempiterne Deus.’ This represents 
the antiphon of the Benedictus of the Magnificat of the Office of the 
Trinity, being the first Sunday after Pentecost, the Feast of the Holy 
Trinity, called “Trinity Sunday’. 

The leather-covered box, measuring 1% by 7% by 4% inches, is 
bound with metal straps and fitted with lock and lugs to hold a carry- 
ing strap.° It is a simple and not over-decorated object for daily use 
rather than one for show and presentation. Its lid is slightly vaulted, 
its bottom heavily restored. Both key and leather carrying strap have

lock and leather strap. A vase of lilies in full bloom indicates religious content or signi- 
ficance. 
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vanished but its general appearance and state of preservation is excel- 
lent considering that it had been in use at the time of its making and 
probably for a considerable time thereafter. 

The use of mechanically, reproduced illustrative material and single 
woodcuts of saints and sinners in particular all through the fifteenth 
and early sixteenth century is well known.* We know of paintings 
which show the use of such holy pictures pasted above the lintel of 
the door, above the fireplace, above the bed, inside the panels of a 
closet or the lid of a chest. We know of their use on the predella of 
the altar. From literary sources we know that people carried them for 
protection against possible danger.’ We have concrete proof of such 
woodcuts inside books and inside portable objects such as coffers, 
cofferets, malles, garde-viances and standards. 

This leather-covered box appears to be one of those smaller port- 
able cofferets made throughout the latter part of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, actually from about 1480 through 1520, in Paris itself. Made by 
the coffer-makers who by trade were leather workers, it had to be 
covered with leather to stand strain, weather, and extensive hand- 
ling.’ As early as the fourteenth century there was in London a “mys- 
tery of coffer-makers’, forerunners of the cabinet-makers’ guild but 
merging with the pouchmakers’ company which had combined with 
the leather sellers. We know of no such developments of guilds in 
Paris, but we have knowledge that the coffer-makers of that city spe- 
cialized in the smaller, portable boxes and receptacles in contrast to 
the men in the provinces who worked up the larger coffers, chests, 
and standards for travel, for the sumpter horse, and for the cart. 

While the small cofferets had many uses, it is interesting to note 
that all the examples which have come down to us contain colored 
woodcuts of Saints or scenes from the life of Christ in their lids, against 
their sides, or in their bottoms. These cofferets were used for dispatch 
and storage of documents and letters; they were used for the collect-

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ing of alms, and for the carrying of manuscripts and books by both 
clergy and laymen.° 

Cofferets for dispatch purposes often contained hidden and secret 
drawers, unknown to the couriers themselves; cofferets for the use of 
alms, smaller than dispatch boxes, contained an open slit in the upper 
lid through which the devout might drop their contributions. Wood- 
cut illustrations were usually chosen from scenes of the life of Christ. 
Such an alms box is owned by the Museo Civico in Turin with a 
French woodcut of the Nativity of about 1500 pasted into its upper 
lid. There is also an alms box in the collection of Dr. Albert Figdor of 
Vienna, which contains another French woodcut of about 1500. Noli 
me tangere cofterets for the transportation of manuscripts and books 
often contained space for quill, pen-knife, and ink well, the tools of 
the scribe, scholar, notary, and secretary.!° It is possible that certain 
cofferets were designed to hold breviaries and missals for the travel- 
ling clergy, with space reserved for the altar stone so that the whole 
could be used as a portable altar for the reading of mass and with the 
woodcut in the lid serving as an altar-piece. 

It would be assuming too much to say that this is the case with the 
cofferet under consideration. But the woodcut of The Almighty En- 
throned with its legend referring to the Feast of the Holy Trinity pasted 
into its upper lid, and the fact that the cofferet is large enough to hold 
a missal of the time, invites one to speculative, perhaps wishful, think- 
ing. However, we must not accept this fleeting thought for fact until 
we have come upon proof, literary or pictorial. Meanwhile, the ob- 
ject itself offers interest and background material for our knowledge 
of life and thought in fifteenth-century France.

Since Professor Marti has been in Europe for the past year and ex- 
pects to stay there for another year, Professor Bradner has agreed to 
join the Executive Committee, first as an acting member and later as 
a regular member. This Committee has held three meetings since 
October 1954. 

The place of Miss Sanford as a member of the Editorial Board and 
as Section Editor for Latin Commentaries of the fourteenth to six- 
teenth centuries has been filled by Professor Revilo P. Oliver of the 
University of Illinois. 

The list of handwritten inventories of uncatalogued collections of 
manuscripts has been published in Traditio 1x (1953), pp- 393-418, 
under the title “Latin Manuscript Books before 1600, Part 11: A ten- 
tative list of unpublished inventories of imperfectly catalogued extant 
collections’, by Paul Oskar Kristeller. It has been distributed on be- 
half of the project among committee members, sponsoring societies, 
and a number of research libraries and institutes. 

The List of Extant Latin Authors, compiled by Professor James 
Hutton, with the assistance of Dr. Henry King, has been submitted to 
the International Advisory Committee and will be mimeographed 
and distributed next fall. 

The article on Alexander of Aphrodisias by Professor E. F. Cranz 
has been revised and is being submitted to Professor Franceschini. 
The articles on the Chaldaic Oracles (ps. Zoroaster) and on the phil- 
osophical Hermetica by Professor K. H. Dannenfeldt (the latter arti- 
cle with an important supplement by Mlle M. T. d’Alverny) have 
been revised and are being submitted to Professors Klibansky and 
Masai. The article on Juvenal by the late Professor E. M. Sanford will 
be edited by the Secretary. Several other contributors have reported 
substantial progress, and a few new assignments have been made dur- 
ing the year. 

The Fulbright Committee in Rome in conjunction with the Amer- 
ican Academy in Rome has assigned one of its senior fellowships for 
work done in connection with the project. The fellowship has been 
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granted to Professor Giuseppe Vecchi, who has chosen to work on 
the commentaries on Ovid. 

The Editorial Board took part in the formation of a new Liaison 
Committee on Microfilming Manuscript Catalogues (Professor B. 
L. Ullman, Chairman), which represents several learned societies. 
Professor Ullman’s report, published in Renaissance News vit (1954), 
shows that a sizeable number of microfilms of inventories of impor- 
tant collections, especially in Austria and Italy, have been deposited 
with the Library of Congress. The project has received a small grant 
from Princeton University.

Shakespeare Survey. Vol. 8. Paris: Cambridge University Press, 1955. 

The current volume of Shakespeare Survey, in which most of the 
essays deal with comedy, is of unusual interest to all students of the 
Renaissance. None of the customary surveys is a mere compilation 
of statistics. John Russel Brown, in his ‘Interpretation of Shakespeare 
Comedies’, makes clear the diversity in contemporary tendencies in 
criticism. Although he is objective enough in presenting the essence 
of each author’s views not to intrude his own opinions, he shows ef- 
fective critical discrimination. The three different authors of “The 
Year’s Contribution to Shakespearian Study’ show a similar objec- 
tivity and critical competence. 

Richard David’s essay entitled “Plays Pleasant and Unpleasant’ 
purports to be a review of Shakespeare production during the winter 
of 1953-54. It is both more and less than that. Instead of commenting 
briefly on most of the productions of that season, he describes at 
length the two which exhibit the most entertaining originality: the 
Old Vic’s production of All’s Well and that of A Midsummer Night's 
Dream at the Shakespeare Memorial Theatre at Stratford. Michael 
Benthall’s direction, particularly of certain crucial scenes in All’s Well 

-turned the supposedly “problem play’ into a mixture of farce and fai- 
ry tale. The sick king was ‘a figure of fun’. He was attended by two 
doctors, one fat and one thin, and by a friar, who repeated without 
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interruption a Paternoster in a high monotone. The tortured king in- 
terrupted his speeches with grimaces and howls of pain. Almost all 
that he said was made practically inaudible by the rising chatter of his 
courtiers. The countess was a she-ancient, bent and arthritic. 

Fortunately some of the dramatist’s intention was enhanced by 
Michael Hordern, who made his impersonation of Parolles a master- 
piece of comic invention. Into this rough-hewn realistic frame, Ben- 
thall placed the story of Helena and Bertram, made as remote and 
fanciful as a fairy tale. 

George Devine’s production of A Midsummer Night's Dream was 
even more unconventional. To emphasize the fairies’ unhuman na- 
ture, he converted them into beaked and feathered birds, all except 
Puck. He suggested a combination of ape, wombat, and hedgehog. 
The lovers were dehumanized in a different fashion. They acted like 
dancers who were improvising an intricate ballet. 

If these two productions represent a British trend, one sympathizes 
with Anthony Quale’s recent lament over the disappearance of clas- 
sical acting on the English stage. 

The most important essays are two which deal with the two most 
widely discussed plays in the canon. The first, by Nevill Coghill, is 
entitled “Comic Form in Measure for Measure’. The second is “Troilus 
and Cressida’ by Kenneth Muir. Mr. Coghill takes a critical position 
between two extreme current views. One assumes that Shakespeare’s 
intention was like that of Aldous Huxley in Point Counter Point. He 
took pleasure in laying bare base, odious, or imbecile motives in all 
of his characters. So Shakespeare painted the Duke as a pious fraud, 
Angelo as the image of puritanism, ‘lubricity, blackmail, treachery, 
hypocrisy and injustice’ and so on. At the other extreme is the notion 
popular in some quarters that the drama is an allegory of the Incarna- 
tion, Second Coming, and Judgment of our Lord. 

Coghill belongs to neither of these schools. He bases his interpreta- 
tion on a conception of comic form inherited from the Middle Ages 
by the Renaissance, of which the Divine Comedy is the greatest exem- 
plar. According to this conception, a comedy was any narrative that 
starts in trouble and ends in joy. It is in that sense, thinks Coghill, that 
Measure for Measure is a comedy. He sees the play as a connected ‘ser- 
ies of human testing, trial or assay’. Everyone who is tested, except 
Lucio, after great struggle repents and is redeemed. In this drama 
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Shakespeare faces much that is dark and diseased yet shows how it 
issues in light and moral health. If Mr. Coghill had given close atten- 
tion to the dramatic structure of the work, he doubtless would have 
realized that the central unifying action of Measure for Measure is the 
unmasking of Angelo, not the progress of a group of characters from 
sin to redemption. To see in the final gamos, the closing scene of most 
Renaissance comedies, ‘a sudden Paradiso, which should make the 
bells in Vienna ring, organs peal’, is to be blinded by the demands of 
an original interpretation. 

Kenneth Muir’s essay is a sounder piece of criticism. He shows that 
the ideas controlling the action in Troilus and Cressida are obsessive 
concern with the power of Time and a realization of the vulnerability 
of constancy. He finds a forerunner of the Troilus situation in the 
Sonnets and the Rape of Lucrece, particularly in the food imagery as- 
sociated with the Time theme. The play, he believes, is concerned 
with the nature of value, with values intellectually approved and elo- 
quently expressed, but jettisoned as soon as the lovers and warriors 
begin to act. Their deeds become denials of their considered opinions. 
In this way, at least, the drama does expose the false glamor of war 
and sexual appetite—both aberrations of callow idealism. 

In neglecting to pay any attention to the tone of the drama, the 
critic ignores the quality which establishes its distinctive character— 
Shakespeare’s attitude toward the traditional story is certainly not 
light-hearted. Unlike his comedies, Troilus and Cressida is devoid of 
mirth. Its tone is consistently derisive and its construction like that of 
a formal satire. 

I. A. Shapiro’s “The Significance of a Date’, though only indirectly 
concerned with Shakespeare, is important for all historians of Eliza- 
bethan drama. The author proves to my satisfaction that the date on 
the manuscript of Anthony Munday’s John a Kent and John a Cumber 
which has usually been read as ‘Decembris 1596’ is really “‘Decembris 
1590’. If this be a fact, we must revise the usual assumptions about 
other plays of the period. Sir Thomas More, for example, must now 
be dated not later than 1591. The establishment of the earlier date for 
Munday’s play enhances his importance. For example, the often re- 
. marked similarities between John a Kent and A Midsummer Night's 
Dream now show Shakespeare and not Munday as the borrower. He 
must now take his place as a pioneer in the composition of History 
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Plays and as one of the first of the University artists to write for the 
popular theater. 

J. M. Nosworthy, in an essay entitled “The Integrity of Shake- 
speare, Illustrated from Cyzbeline’, believes that the often suspected 
non-Shakespearian passages can be shown to be the poet’s own work. 
For stylistically they resemble the text of some of the Bard’s often 
ignored sources or echo some of his own earlier descriptions, notably 
of Cleopatra, which clearly haunted his memory. 

Sir Barry Jackson’s ‘Producing the Comedies’ is an entertaining 
review of the changes in the staging of the comedies that have taken 
place from the early nineteenth century to the present. A hundred 
years ago, actor-managers like Charles Keen and Sir Henry Irving 
believed that their first obligation was to give their audiences a pic- 
torially accurate impression of locale. This led them to construct set- 
tings ‘as claborate as paint or canvas could make them’, to insist on 
frequent changes of scene, and to crowd the stage with extras. Keen, 
in the first court scene of A Winter’s Tale (Act 1, Scene ii), added to 
the dramatis personae required by the action six pages, four lords, a 
butler, six slaves, three water carriers and a ballet in the form of a 
Pyrrhic Dance with attendant musicians. It was William Poel who 
shattered this absurd tradition of profusion. Since he believed that the 
text was of first importance, he stripped the stage of everything that 
was extraneous to the action. All subsequent producers of Shake- 
speare have followed, each in his own way, Poel’s lead. 

Tyrone Guthrie, in ‘Shakespeare at Stratford, Ontario’, describes 
the way in which one successful director follows the lead of the great 
innovator. Although he is ostensibly describing the organization of 
the successful Canadian Festival, he devotes most of his essay to a de- 
scription of the advantages which his bare open stage offers to a con- 
temporary producer of Shakespeare. 

Roy Walker’s “The Celestial Plane in Shakespeare’ is an evaluation 
of representative criticism of the poet’s ideas about the engagement 
of the heavens in terrestrial affairs. Until recently scholars confined 
their studies to the extent of the poet’s belief in astrology. Of late 
they have extended the scope of their investigation to include every 
phase of his preoccupation with the influences of the celestial plane 
upon man and his activities. They have discovered that his attitude 
was a mixed product, half religion and half pseudo-science. Walker’s 
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_ opinion is that Shakespeare’s belief that spiritual forces first manifest 
_semselves in the Heavens is of prime importance to his poetry. He 

GE ablishes the truth of his thesis through an examination of The Rape 
of Lucrece, Macbeth, and The Tempest. 

Dover Wilson’s “Recent Work on the Text of Romeo and Juliet’ is 
too closely reasoned a study of the peculiarities of the texts of the 
First and Second Quartos of the tragedy and of their relationship to 
be reduced to the form of a summary. His explanation is characteris- 
tically complicated and ingenious. 

The volume contains other articles of lesser importance: ‘As You 
Like It’, by Harold Jenkins; ‘Shakespeare’s Comic Prose’, by Ludwig 
Borinski; “A Note on a Production of Twelfth Night’, by Ngaio 
Marsh; and “Of Stake and Stage’, by John Briley. 

This Volume 8 of Shakespeare Survey preserves an invaluable rec- 

_ ord of plays produced and criticism published during the year, and 
effectively represents the prevailing modes in Shakespeare scholar- 
ship.

A. Lytton Sells. The Italian Influence in English Poetry from Chaucer to 
Southwell. Bloomington, Indiana: Indiana University Press, 1955. 
346 pp. $6.75. 

Dr. Sells, Professor of French and Italian at the University of Indi- 
ana, has written the first comprehensive study of the Italian influence 
on English non-dramatic poetry in the Renaissance, and his book, 
therefore, fills an important need. Numerous special studies of parti- 
cular authors or problems bearing on this subject have been pub- 
lished, but no work of synthesis was hitherto available, as the author 
says, ‘in a form accessible to the student and the cultured reader and 
not so detailed (or so heavily documented) as to prevent his embrac- 
ing the whole subject at a glance’. 

I judge from the preface to this book that the author plans a study 
of the entire history of Italian influence on English non-dramatic 
poetry, an influence which he divides into four periods: the Renais- 
sance, the early seventeenth century, and the Romantic and Victor- 

ian. The Italian influence on English poetry, with the exception of a 
‘French’ interlude or two, has been fairly constant. However, it has 
not always been of the same kind, and Italy provided quite different 
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things at different times. Sometimes she offered literary models and 
ideas, sometimes social forms and, in more recent times, the inspira- 
tion of her natural and artistic beauties. The present volume is an at- 
tempt ‘to map out the Renaissance field’, when English poets bor- 
rowed literary ideals, some genres and metrical forms, manners, poli- 
tical theory and philosophy, meanwhile virtually ignoring the scen- 
ery and regional color which were to inspire later generations. 

The term ‘influence’ as Professor Sells uses it thus includes just about 
everything: literature, painting and music; scenery, national charac- 
ter and social customs; history, philosophy and political theory. Be- 
ginning with Chaucer, he traces the process by which English poets 
schooled themselves in Italy or things Italian, and Italy appears in this 
book both as a teacher of literary arts and as an inspirer of literary ef- 
fort. The author is particularly sensitive to the remarkable manner in 
which the English poets assimilated Italian models and themes, adapt- 
ing and imitating with direct reference to their own artistic vision, so 
that while Italian influence is everywhere, it is usually present in a 
thoroughly English context and lives in a completely English atmos- 
phere. 

Thus Drayton, who was significantly influenced by Italian Neo- 
platonism, blended it with Anglicanism, and his pastoral landscape is 
neither classical nor Italian, but is composed of the Derbyshire hills 
and the streams of Dove, Derwent, and Trent. If he frequently echoes 
the Petrarchists, Tasso, or Ficino, he never really imitates in any nar- 
row sense, but was led by his pride in his own native tongue and in 
his country to temper the quality of the borrowings. More than any 
single thing, it is a realistic sense of the essential worth of their own 
civilization which brought Englishmen to school in Italy, so that they 
might enrich their culture, and kept them generally free of slavish 
imitation. The great majority of poets of the English Renaissance 
could have said with Drayton: “My Muse is rightly of the English 
strain /That cannot long one fashion entertain.’ 

Professor Sells’ book is remarkably comprehensive and he demon- 
strates a sure command, not only of the literature of England and 
Italy, but also of France and Spain. His chapter on Spenser seems to 
me to be the high point of the book, for it is both an admirable syn- 
thesis of what we know of Spenser’s Italian studies and a sensitive ap- 
preciation of his unique literary achievement. While the author fully 
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discusses Spenser’s borrowings from Ariosto, Tasso, and the Italian 
Neoplatonists, he uses this material to illuminate the singular qualities 
of the poet’s imagination and temperament. In short, he makes a cri- 
tical use of his material and does not let his study of influence turn in- 
to the mere juxtaposition of parallels, borrowings, and sources, a kind 
of ‘comparative’ study which is at best of limited utility. 

The chapters on the general influence of Italian culture on English 
writers cover varied subjects briefly and well: the diffusion of Italian 
literary forms and philosophical ideas through travellers and exiles; 
the influence of Italian music on Elizabethan lyric; ‘Italians “Angly- 
fide” ’, mostly on John Florio; and sonneteers and sonnets. The book 
has good chapters on Sidney and Greville, and closes with one on 
Southwell who introduced the themes and practices of continental 
concettismo to England. This final chapter is also an appropriate intro- 
duction to another book which Professor Sells is writing on the Ital- 
ian influence on English non-dramatic poetry in the early seventeenth 
century when many of the major poets adopted the ‘metaphysical’ 


style.

Hans Baron. The Crisis of the Early Italian Renaissance. Civic Human- 
ism and Republican Liberty in an Age of Classicism and Tyranny. 2 vols. 
Princeton: Princeton University Press, 1955. 

With the publication of this work Hans Baron brings to a climax 
his numerous studies of the relationship between Florentine human- 
ism and its political environment. Students familiar with his widely 
scattered earlier writings will recognize many of the leading themes 
in his Crisis of the Early Italian Renaissance, but they will be scarcely 
prepared for the scope and richness of their elaboration here. The 
book is at once a synthesis of Baron’s own previous work, a vehicle 
for the presentation of much further detailed study of his own, and 
an effort to assimilate into one broad and coherent view an enormous 
mass of modern historical and literary investigation. 

Like a good many other aspects of Renaissance scholarship, mod- 
ern treatments of humanism have suffered from excessive generaliza- 
. tion, in one direction or another; and the consequent rigidities of 
conception have led to a further defect: an inability to discern con- 
nections between humanism and its rapidly changing historical set-

ting. Baron’s great contribution in the present volume seems to me 
to lie in his careful analysis of the successive phases of the Italian Ren- 
aissance, his awareness of regional differences, and his ability to iden- 
tify crucial innovation. For Baron the political development of Ren- 
aissance Italy is not to be summarized by such easy formulas as ‘the 
rise of tyranny’; nor is humanism to be dismissed as an academic 
movement out of touch with the vital forces around it, in its political 
expression as an apology for despotism, or as the mere continuation 
of certain tendencies in medieval scholarship. He recognizes the ex- 
istence of all these characteristics in certain places and at certain times; 
but he also makes distinctions. 

Two distinctions are fundamental to this book. One distinction is 
political and, to some degree, geographical: the contrast between the 
tyrannies of the north, which found their outstanding representative 
in the Visconti of Milan, and the free republics of central Italy led by 
Florence, with Venice following in her wake. The ‘crisis’ in the book’s 
title is the threat to Florentine liberty caused by the expansion of Mi- 
lan at the turn of the fourteenth century. Baron’s central argument is 
that the peril to the independence of Florence produced a radical 
shift in the tone of Florentine humanism; and accordingly his second 
distinction is moral and, to some degree, chronological. The human- 
ist of the trecento, politically unawakened, aspired to live the vita con- 
templativa, looked to tyranny (local or imperial) for relief from the 
distractions of civic responsibility, preferred security, prosperity, and 
efficient government to liberty, and idealized the Roman Empire. 
The new Florentine humanist of the quattrocento, brought to a con- 
sciousness of his republican heritage by the Milanese peril, praised the 
vita activa civilis, accepted the obligations of citizenship, valued liber- 
ty above order, and found his ideals in the Roman Republic. Baron’s 
major purpose is to describe the transition to the new attitude and to 
spell out its implications for our understanding of fifteenth-century 
Florentine humanism. 

In this perspective a multitude of developments both before and 
after 1400 acquire new significance and appear in new relationships. 
Since the characteristic attitudes of quattrocento humanism depended 
so closely on the common experiences of Florence, for example, the 
gulf between humanism and the vernacular can no longer be assumed; 
and Baron demonstrates that the praise of the Volgare offered by 
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Bruni and Alberti, far from being exceptional, in fact reflects a cen- 
tral conviction of the new humanism. Out of political crisis emerged 
‘a humanist classicism willing to employ the ancient model as a guide 
in building a new literature with a new language in a new nation’ 
(p. 312). From here we may look ahead to the great vernacular litera- 
tures of western Europe constructed on classical patterns in later cen- 
turies; thus, if Baron has denied some of the continuity of Renais- 
sance humanism, he has established a more comprehensive unity to 
replace it. 

Yet he also suggests new lines of connection with the past. Thus 
Petrarch recovered in the fifteenth century some of the importance 
denied him by the academic humanism of the late trecento, although, 
since the progress of classical scholarship could not be denied, it was 
a new kind of importance. For Bruni and his contemporaries Pe- 

_trarch was no longer the greatest of poets and moral philosophers, 
but the first modern scholar, showing the way to later men whose 
knowledge was greater than his. The new attitude to Petrarch, how- 
ever, points to a further major consequence of the crisis of the early 
Renaissance. It stimulated a tendency to emphasize the separate de- 
velopment of the Florentine state, its discontinuity with the Empire, 
ancient or medieval. From this view of the past emerged the rich tra- 
dition of Florentine historiography to which we owe the conception 
of the Renaissance itself. 

Baron develops his case largely through the close scrutiny of texts, 
both humanist and vernacular, against the historical background 
which presumably inspired them. Most of the chapters are analyses of 
individual writings or groups of writings; each might be described as 
a particular investigation intended to test out an hypothesis. A major 
part of the argument rests on the dating of a considerable body of 
writings; and not the least useful aspect of the book is its broad and 
convincing revision of the chronology of early Florentine humanism. 
The author devotes attention above all to Bruni, whom he considers 
of pivotal importance; but he also provides constantly illuminating 
discussion of Giovanni da Prato, Cino Rinuccini, Salutati, Vergerio, 
Conversino, Dati, and many others. 

_ This structure of the book is at once a strength and a weakness. The 
approach by way of the documents gives the work an impressive so- 
lidity, but it also interferes with the coherence of the argument. In an 
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effort to overcome this difficulty the author has presented much of 
his detailed evidence in the admirably complete notes, in a series of 
appendices, and in a separate volume published earlier in the year un- 
der the title Humanistic and Political Literature in Florence and Venice At 
the Beginning of the Quattrocento (Cambridge: Harvard University 
Press). The operations on which the major conclusions rest are never- 
theless still very much in evidence, so that it is not always easy to dis- 
entangle the essential argument for consideration as a whole. This is 
not to deny the fascinating character and the value of the investiga- 
tions themselves; but the prominence given them is likely to reduce 
the impact of one of the most important contributions to Renaissance 
scholarship in our time.

German Arciniegas. Amerigo and the New World. The Life & Times of 
Amerigo Vespucci. Translated from the Spanish by Harriet De Onis. 
New York: Knopf, 1955. xvit+ 323 +X pp. $5. 

In this work, published at the same time in Mexico City in the 
original Spanish, the Colombian scholar carries on the present cam- 
paign to clear the name of Vespucci. What may be called the now 
orthodox view is that, of the four voyages of American discovery 
described in Vespucci’s report to the head of the Florentine state, the 
first and the fourth were inventions or forgeries. If so, Vespucci did 
not anticipate Columbus in discovering the mainland of South Amer- 
ica in the former’s first voyage, and the continent was wrongly named 
for him. 

Professor Arciniegas answers the accusation by clever use of the 
ethical argument: that is, by describing the Vespucci family of Flor- 
ence, a family of nobles, captains, diplomats, and scholars, the biog- 
rapher establishes the honorable status of Amerigo. His important 
role in the Seville office of the wealthy popolano branch of the Medici 
family, as co-agent and then as chief agent, led to his own voyages, 
which are here simply described in turn from the brief accounts he 
wrote, much corrupted in the printed versions as they are by mis- 
printings and mistranslations, but, our author believes, genuine 
throughout. In 1508 Vespucci’s appointment as pilot major (or li- 
censer) of Spain testified to his nautical experience as well as to the 
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science which he had presumably taught himself, and there was cer- 
tainly no shadow of scandal at the time in his honorable career. 

The life is written in popular style, and is not set forth as systemat- 
ically as one would like; it is nonetheless convincing. A genealogy of 
the Vespucci would help, as would certainly the text of the voyage 
documents; and the case for the first voyage should have been made 
more explicit, at least as much so as it can be made in the absence of 
official documents. For the content, the author has made good use of 
recent scholarship, especially the work of the Argentine scholar Le- 
villier (América la Bien Llamada, 1948), which establishes the first voy- 
age as fact by showing its immediate influence on current maps. The 
value of the biography under review lies first in its introduction of 
this scholarship to the English reader, and second in its setting of the 
voyages against the background of the Spanish court and of the com- 
_ plex trading enterprises of Spain and Portugal. This latter value it 
shares with recent authoritative studies of Balboa and Magellan, and 
it is clear that this social context is essential to an understanding of the 
discoveries.

R. J. Mitchell. John Free. From Bristol to Rome in the Fifteenth Century.

Miss Mitchell continues her studies of English students in Italy in 
the fifteenth century with this life of a promising scholar who died 
young. The value of the book is less in the biography proper, since 
the facts known are too scanty to prove either that John Free, though 
a student of Guarino, was in fact an accomplished scholar, or that he 
was really named to a bishopric at 35. Its value lies rather in the back- 
ground of university life in England and Italy which the author de- 
scribes vividly, from new documents.

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liance of this work, it reveals serious shortcomings which are due to 
its single authorship, and that it is therefore desirable that many schol- 
ars should pool their expert knowledge to deal with the lavish liter- 
ary expansion of the Renaissance. The planning of the studies was 
assigned to a committee to be appointed by the chairman of the dis- 
cussion group, J. Kerby Neill of Catholic University. 


Jewish Life in Renaissance Italy by Dr. Moses A. Shulvass has just been 
published in Hebrew by Ogen Publishing House of the Histadrut 
Ivrit of America. The 371-page volume contains a social and cultural 
history of the Jews in Renaissance Italy. It gives a full description of 
the Jewish population, its communal organization, economic organi- 
zation, family life, and educational institutions.
